Oetewayo is certainly not starved by 
bis British captors, as appoara from the 
following memorandum of the rations 
issued to him daily :— For Cotowayo 
and women, 15 pounds beef (fresh), 
9 pounds bread, G pounds sweet pota- 
toes (or other kind), 1 pound coffeo, 2 
pounds sugar, 3 ounces salt, 2 candles 
(per week), 30 pounds coal or 100 
pounds wood (the wood for preference), 
1 bar soap (per' week) ; for four men 
attendants, four ordinary native ra- 
tions, viz. : 4 four pounds mealie meal, 
C pounds fresh meat, 2 ounces salt. 

The Board of Trade returns for No 
veinbor show that tbo total declared 
value of the exports for tho month was 
£18,864,700, against .£17,051,955 in 
November, 1S79, and £15,961,609 in 
1878. Tho total value of tho exports 
for tho past oloven mouths of this year 
was .£201,595,737, against £174,927,- 
552 in 1879, and £178,143,305 in 
1878. The total value of imports for 
November was £38,429,382, against 
£34,3.43,388 in November, 1879, and 
£25,684,557 in November, 1878. The 
total valuo of the imports during tho 
past eleven months was £375,806,185, 
against £326,806,1S5 in 1879, and 
£338,982,932 in 1878. 

A Nihilist prisoner, who was recent- 
ly being conveyed from Klefl'to Odessa 
to undergo trial by court martial, con- 
trived to communicate with two lady 
friends and to arrango a plan of escape.

Toward evening a tumbler of tea was 
proposed at one of tho minor stations, 
and the entire party with, the excep- 
tion of the prisoner, partook of the 
cheering beverage. The gendarms im- 
mediately afterward fell sound asleep. 
In this state they remained several 
hours, when tho train having reached 
the . station of Vinitsa, the guard went 
to the door to examine the sleepers' 
tickets. Touching the prisoner by tho 
coat sleeve, the official was astonished 
to find him only a garment, slightly 
sustained by an inside wrap to repre- 
sent a person sunk in slumber. Alarm- 
ed he shook the drugged gendftrm's un- 
til he got them both awake. The pris- 
oner had slipped his chains and his 
travelling coat and hat, and had disap- 
peared from the scene with his two 
confederates.

The old man is badly 
burnt about the head. The fire is sup- 
posed to have originated from a defec- 
tive stovepipe, 

The lovers of fox hunting in the 
township of Ancastor anticipated a 
splendid run on Saturday morning. A 
largo number of them assembled at the 
house of Mr. Richard Stevenson. Sud- 
denly the sportsmen were horrified to 
loarn that one of their numbor, who at 
the time was in Mr. Stcvonson's house, 
had expired. The deceased gentleman 
was named John Brydges Kenriek, he- 
longed to Toronto, and was about 75 
years of ago. In spite of his somewhat 
advanced age ho was a hale, strong 
man, and had followed tho hounds 
even in this season.

Montreal, Jan. 21. — A trial will 
soon take placo here which will he of 
interest to copyright owners.

An Ungrratoful Colony. 

[London Telegraph.] 
Bearing in mind that Canada is a 
dependency of the British crown, and 
thnt her governor-general is appointed 
by the English ministry for the timo 
being, the speech made by the Mar- 
quis of Lome in opening the Dominion 
parliament a few days ago, suggests at 
lir3t sight a striking incongruity of 
position and of sentiment. He con- 
gratulated both houses on the prosper- 
ity of Canada, and pointed out that 
the now tariff had promoted its manu- 
factures and commerce, besides increas- 
ing its revenue. He further stated 
that parliament had been summoned 
earlier than the usual time, in order to 
decide as to the carrying out of the 
Pacific Railway, contracts for which : 
had been entered into with European 
and American capitalists. Now, the 
tariff which Lord Lome or his advisers 
think so beneficial is strongly portcc- 
tionist in character, and bears with 
special severity on English manufac- 
tures. It may be remembered that 
a deputation waited upon Sir John 
Macdonald when hero last autumn, 
and remonstrated with him on 
this very subject, receiving a 
somewhat off hand reply. The 
Canadians will take as many millions 
of money as England will lend them 
for the construction of their trans-con- 
tinental railway, yet their fiscal policy 
is, so far as the mother country is con- 
cerned, anything but filial or friendly, 
being avowedly based on the model of 
the United States, which fosters homo 
manufactures by excluding, except at 
high duties, the'products of foreigners- 
Great Britain boing the chiof of these. 
This very one-sided sort of reciprocity 
is favored in Canada, which is sedu- 
lously building up cotton spinning and 
other industries designed to supply all' 
the Dominion, without^ recourse [t to 
England. In the iong'run, neither 
country is benefitted by such a policy; 
yet it is the hard fate of tho Marquis 
of Lome, a native of one and tho offi- 
cial head of the other, to express ap- 
proval. "

Tho solo topic of conversation in 
English social and political circles is 
Ireland: In parliament, at the Clubs, 
on 'Change, at tho theatres, at balls, 
parties and fairs, Ireland and her trou- 
bles engross tho conversation. Every 
other subject sinks into insignificance 
besides that of Ireland. Tho rising of 
the Boers, the threatened Greok inva- 
sion of Turkish principalities, the Rus- 
sian advance, on Central Asia, are 
scarcely mentioned. "Whatever may 
bo urged in deprecation of Mr. Par- 
nell's courso ho certainly has succeed- 
ed in attracting tho attention of tho. 
world to tho wrongs of his unhappy 
country. 0'Connf.ll did the same 
thing 40 years ago; but thoro is a 
marked ditrerenc6 between tho two 
men. O'Connell declaimed against 
blood-letting. He announced his policy 
to be agitation within the limits of the 
constitution, believing that in un arm- 
ed collision of tho Irish people on one 
side and tho British army on tho other, 
tho former would be annihilated. He 
preferred to do battle in tho arena of 
torsenic debate to service in the touted 
field. In all his aims O'Connell was 
not successful ; but he demanded and 
gained many important and needed re- 
forms. Parnell is of a different 
stamp. Ho has publicly declared that 
if the constitution should be found to 
interfere with tho objects of tho land 
league the constitution must be amend- 
ed to suit the league. That if laws 
are oppressive and unjust he advocates 
their disobedience j and if, under tho 
shadow of tho constitution, reform 
should be unattainable, then he would 
precipitate an armed conflict. The 
British cabinet, which has wavered and 
vacillated and fenced with tho Irish 
question, and has given encouragement 
to lawlessness by their inaction, scorn 
at last to have awakened to tho im- 
portance of tho occasion. A fow days 
ago tho Marquis of Hartixgton 
was hoard on tho floor of tho 
House to denounce the Irish members 
for their obstructive tnctics. Gladstone 
being appealed to when Forhter in- 
troduced. his Coercion Bill, declined to 
bring in tho Land Bill until power had 
been first given the government to deal 
with disturbers of tho public peace in 
a summary manner; and Forster has 
declared the land leaguers to be 
" criminals" who must be '•' brought to 
justice. " A change has undoubtedly 
come over the spirit of the British cab- 
inet since, the holidays and prompt 
and vigorous action is imminent. We 
are among those who believo that tho 
Irish people have wrongs that should 
bo redressed. Those wrongs are the re 
suit of centuries of misrule, indiffer- 
ence and misunderstanding on the part 
of thc-government and rapacity on the 
part of the landlords. Parliament enn 
and should ameliorate the condition of 
Ireland. The peasantry should be pro- 
tected from tha avarice of the holders 
of the lands. Wo beliovc that they 
will be. Tho attention that is now 
being attracted to Irish affairs will bo 
sure to bring about important reforms, 
But of the two we prefer tho peacefu 
and constitutional policy of O'Connell 
to the turbulent policy of Parnell, 
The former accomplished more by mod. 
eration and diplomacy then tho latter 
will effect by violent measures. Tho 
fow who cherish the idea that Great 
Britain will part with Ireland may 
dismiss it from their minds. The day 
will never arrivo when England will 
consent to separation; but the day has 
come when reforms of a sweeping and 
beneficial character may be had if the 
demands are made in a proper spirit 
and unaccompanied by outrages and 
threats of revolution.

THIRD PROVINCIAL 
ASSEMBLY. 



* FOTOTH SESSION. 

Friday, Jan. 28. 

Tho Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

Mr. Mara moved tho following resolu- 
tion: That an address be presented to 
his Honor tho Lieut. -Governor, for copies 
of all tenders recoived by tho Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works since Jul}' 
last, for the maintenance of a ferry nt Sa- 
vonai 

On the suggestion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral the resolution was amended by mak- 
ing it an order of tho House. The res- 
ution was then carried. 

Mr. Smithe moved that copies of all 
correspondence between tho Government 
of the Province and tho Government of 
the Dominion from 4th Nov., 1880, to 
date, upon tho subject of tho non-con- 
struction of the Island railway, be sub- 
mitted to this House. Tho mover con- 
Bidored it very necessary that this import- 
ant correspondence should bo sent down 
at tho earliest moment. So far the Houso 
knew nothing about what had boon done 
by the Government, and whatever corres- 
pondence there may bo should be made 
public with as littlo delay as possible. 

The Attorney General wished, beforo 
the resolution was put, to ask the lion, 
member to withdraw it. ' He had not the 
slightest objection to it; but at the pre- 
sent time tho Government were not in a 
position to bring down the correspondence 
asked for. They hoped, however, shortly 
to comply with the request embodied in 
the resolution and submit tho correspon- 
• dence. The Government and Mr. DoCos- 
ntos wore of opinion that at this stago of 
negotiations it would not bo in the inter- 
ests of tho country to comply with tho re- 
solution. 

Mr. Smithe had no desire to placo tho 
government in a position that would be. 
productive of embarrassing consequonccs. 

Mr. Helgeson reso to addross the Houso 
but at the desire of the loader of tho gov- 
ernment resumed his seat. 

Mr. Wilson wished to say n few words, 
but was also asked not to do so. 

Mr. Smitho wanted his resolution to 
bo put on the journals of the House, £g 

The Attorncy-Goneral remarked that 
tho hon. gentloman would havo his own 
remedy heroaftor, or he might lot the to- 
solution remain on the notice paper. He 
saw plainly tho object of it. 

Mr- Ash regretted that the governineiit 
had not given tho correspondence. It 
was most important that thbi country 
iliould bo in full possession of fill particu- 



lars respecting a matter of an much con- 
sequence Members of the government 
were the servants of the Houso and not 
its governors ; (hear, hoar) and all the 
information they possessed ought to bo 
laid on tho tablo without delay. If the 
correspondence was sent down tho House 
.could consult on 'what was best to be done 
and assist the government in adopting 
such measures as might bo necessary. 
There should bo no mystery about tho 
matter ; there should be nothing conceal- 
ed. (Hear, hoar.) Tho Houso should be 
informed and tho -whole country should 
bo informed of what had boon done on 
this most important quostion. Ho was 
willing to givo tho government all the. 
credit that might be duo to them in con- 
ducting negotiations, but tho Houso 
should know how they are progressing. 
(Applause.) Probably there wero somo 
members who knew all about tho mattor, 
but tho wholo House ought to bo put in 
possession of all tho information in tho 
hands of tho government. (Hoae, hoar.) 

Mr. Holgeson was anxious to see tho 
corrospondenco, but thought it bottor 
that tho resolution should bo withdrawn. 

Mr. Vernon hoped his hon. friend on 
his loftwould bo careful about withdraw- 
ing tho resolution. Ho did not think 
that it could bo done. In other countries 
Btich resolutions had to be submit tod to 
tho House. 

Loave for withdrawal was then grant- 
ed. 

The Provincial Socrotary was not ready 
with tho school amendment bill. 

Mr. Ash with roforonce to tho following 
question to tho Minister of Financo: 
Have you obtained from the Dominion 
Government a statemont of tho dobfc of 
the Province? thought that the best 
modo of getting this quostion answored 
would bo by referring it to tho committeo 
on Public Accounts. Ho would therefore 
louvo tho mattor in their hands, and 
withdraw tho question. 

SECOND HEADINGS. 

The Attorney-General moved tho sec- 
ond reading of Rovenuo Act amendment 
bill, No. 1. Ho stated that tho bill was 
merely a correction of tho original act. 

The house was then movod into com- 
mittee of the Whole, Mr. Harris in tho 
chair. 

Tho bill passed without discussion and 
tho committeo roso and reported it 
completo without amondmont. Third 
reading on Monday next. 

Tho Attornoy-Genoral moved tho sec- 
ond reading of Lino Ponces and Water 
Courses Amendment Bill, No. 2. Ho 
explained tho object of tho bill which 
was to onablo fonco viowors to bo appoint- 
ed in any locality not a fence district. I 
At presont fonco viewors could not bo ap- 
pointed unless in a fonco district. 

Mr. Smitho considered tho amondment 
necessary. Ho was surprised to learn 
that tho Government had not tho power 
to appoint fonco viewers. Tho bill was 
a very good ono and could not possibly 
do any harm. 

Mr. Wilson understood from the At- 
torney-General that tho Liout.-Gov. in 
Council had no power to make fenco dis- 
tricts and appoint fonco viewers. Tho 
clause seemed to him to bo very similar 
to ono already enacted. 

Mr. Ferguson considered it best for 
tho bill to go to a select committee of 
members from the agricultural districts. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl thought tho bill was 
very simple and easily understood and that 
no discussion was necossary. It was an 
important ono for tho agricultural districts 
aud remedied a difficulty that existed in 
tho Act of 1879. 

Second reading passed and tho bill was 
sent into Committeo, Mr. Cowcn in tho 
Chair. 

Tho only clauso in tho Bill was Blightly 
amended on tho suggestion of tho Attor- 
noy-General and passed. 

Report to be considered on Monday 
next. 

Tho Attorney-General in moving tho 
second reading of the Mechanics' Lien 
Amendment Bill said that there had boon 
agooddealof discussionabout the Act which 
had boen declared inoperativo through 
the insertion of the word "privity" in- 
stead of " priority. " An amondmont was 
proposed to section (5 of tho old Act which 
he proceeded to explain. Practically it 
was inoperativo in consequence of parts 
of buildings boing liablo to be sold, which 
of course was impracticable. Ho there- 
fore moved tho second reading. 

Mr. Williams said the Lion Bill of last 
sossion was one of the worst measures 
over brought into this Houso. Ho had 
soen many instances of hardship that 
sprang from it. Sinco the bill had passed 
there was not ouo building put up in this 
city where beforo there were ten. He 
knew of instances whore credit had been 
rafusedbecauseof thobilland of other cases 
wherein money was held for 30 days to 
the great injury of contractors and labor- 
ers. Tho' bill was an injury to the poor 
man instead of a benefit. 

Mr. Drummond roso to support tho 
measure. The hon. gentleman who had 
last spoken did not understand the meas- 
ure. This was the best act on the statuto 
book. Tho suppliers of material and la- 
bor were protected by tho bill and tho 
mechanics wero all in favor of it, 

Mr. Wilson said ho had made enquiries 
of sovoral mechanics as to this measure, 
and as far as ho could learn a majority 
wero not in favor of a lien act. Tho inton- 
tion was good; but tho intention had 
failed. Under the old system drawings of 
money could be made from week to week 
as the work progressed; but now contract- 
ors and laborers had to wait 30 days for 
their money. The doubled-up charactor 
of some of the clauses of tho present bill 
and tho presence of tho word "privity" 
for ''priority" showed great nogligonco on 
tho part of tho printers and this Houso. 
He believed the final proof of ovory bill 
should bo placed bofore tho members at 
the third reading for revision. 

Tho bill was then committed, ill'. Pim- 
bury in tho chair. It was passed with- 
out amondment and reported completo.

About 5 o'clock yestorday morning a 
terrific snow storm began here. Tho wiad 
during tho night had been strong from 
tho northwest and a dark, leaden sky pro- 
coded tho terrible downfall. The storm 
continued with almost unprecedented fury 
all through yestorday and until a late 
hour last night, when some 15.inchos had 
fallen on a lovol. In placos thore were 
deep drifts through which pedestrians 
and horses made thoir way with difficulty. 
Every doorway was blockadod. Streets 
and sidewalks wore dooply buried. A cold, 
piercing wind drove sharp pellets of snow 
into tho facos and oyes of tho few who 
ventured out-of-doors, or howled liko a 
demon through tho city. Business 
was entirely suspended. Tho storm pre- 
vented tho departure of tho cable-laying 
expedition, which awaits a lull. From an 
early hour it was apparent that tho East 
Coast and Mainland mail steamors would 
not venture to faco tho storm, and as tho 
day wore on all hopo of making tho trip 
was abandoned by tho Btoamcrs Maude 
and Princoss Louise Indood it would 
havo beon porilous for any vossel to ven- 
ture outside in such a storm, and tho 
moat skillful pilots hesitated to tako a 
vossel to sea in tho blinding snow storm 
that prevailod. Tho steamers, therefore, 
wisely remained in port. The Prinooss 
Lou'so and Maudo will essay tho passage 
to-day, should tho weather moderate ; 
In consoquonco of tho storm noticos 
were posted in tho afternoon that Thoatro 
Royal would not bo open in tho ovoning 
and great was the popular dis- 
appointment. Tho McWado company, 
however, will perform this aftornoon and 
ovoning, weather permitting. A few 
sleighs ran but not for ploasuro. News 
from Motchosin and Saanich statos that 
tho storm raged with severity through 
thoso districts, and that tho snow is throe 
foot on tho lovol there. A dispatch from 
Seattle at 4 o'clock yosterday afternoon 
informed us that about D inches of snow 
had fallon and that at the hour of tole- 
graphing thoro wero symptoms of a thaw. 
Haavy as is this storm tho fall to the hour 
of writing has not roachod that of tho 8th 
February, 1870, when three feet of snow 
foil; or that of January 11th, 1880, whon 
in a single night 32 inches of snow de- 
scended. At midnight there were symp- 
toms of a chango of wind.

To the Editor :— It will be obsorv 
ed that tho instructions embodied in 
Article 12 of the " Rules and Reguln 
tions for the government of Public 
Schools," aro the outcome of several 
changes. Under tho original board of 
education tho instructions wero entire 
!y difforent. A number of intelligent 
gentlemen, chosen from among the 
educated and prominent citizens 
•Victoria were appointed, and with, the 
superintendent drew up a code of rogu 
lations for tho government of tho pub 
lie schools. But tho board of educa- 
uoh thuq appointed felt and' recognized 
tho importance of impressing tho chil 
dren with a sense of thoir dependence 
upon their Maker and thoir roaponsi 
bility to Him; Consequently they 
drow up a form of prayer, which, toge- 
ther with tho Lord's Prayer and tho 
Ton Commandments wero ordered to 
be usod in our schools. In tho Public 
School Report of 1877-8 (Appendix A) 
wo find, however, ono stop taken to 
wards the presont change. " Opening 
and closing exercises," wo aro told, 
"are now limited to the Lord's Prayei 
and the Ten Commandments, and it is 
optional with the various trustee 
boards whether the same shall be used or 
not." This was again followed by tho 
drastic enactment under which all our 
public schools' now find themselves de- 
prived of what wo cannot help regard- 
ing as thoir Christian liberty, inasmuch 
as thoy aro told in most emphatic 
terms that " exercises of a religious 
charactor in opening and closing schools 
aro strictly inhibited." Now lot us 
mention a caso to point out not only 
what wo humbly consider tho unioisdom 
but oven the unfairness of such legis- 
lation. Tako for examplo a school 
district composed of tho taxpayers of 
tho province, whore all are in favor of 
opening and closing their school with 
"exercises of a religious character." 
Parents, trustees, and teachers all wish 
it. Thoy consider it a privilege and a 
duty to engage in such exercises. And 
yot they daro not, for by so doing they 
ronder thcmselvos liablo to tho penalty 
of having their school closed and their 
teacher withdrawn. It has often boon 
remarked that " extremes meot " and 
surely this is an illustration of the fact, 
and shows that the extreme "broad- 
ness " of such legislation ends in won- 
derful narrowness — worso if possible 
than the narrowness of tho most nar- 
row sectarianism. Wo bolieve (speak- 
ing generally) that tho object of the 
Education Act and Regulations is to 
secure for tho people of British Colum- 
bia education — conducted on so wide a 
basis that overy man can send his 
child to school whatever be his creed, 
or whether he has or has not 
any definite creed, and do so 
without any injury to his con- 
science or sacrificing any part of 
what ho regards as tho truth. We 
say — all honour to tho intention, and 
all honour tp conscience! By all 
means lot its claims be respected in so 
far as possiblo. And yet it must seem 
to most people that tho conscience as- 
pect of tho question (so to speak) is 
certainly twofold. For surely if the 
bearings of tho question upon con- 
science is to be considered, it is only 
fair to remember that there is such a 
thing in British Columbia as a Chris- 
tian conscience, and that as her laws 
and institutions aro founded upon tho 
Christian religion it is scarcely fair, or 
wo think wise, to ignore tho fact. 
"Exercises of a religious character in 
opening and closing school aro strictly 
prohibited.' 1 Why? Becauso such ex- 
orcises might prove offensive to the 
conscienco of our Hebrew, our Deistic 
or Athoistic follow citizens. But, then, 
does not obedience to the above regula- 
tion militato with a sense, of right and 
duty in the caso of an- overwhelming 
majority of tho people of this Province! 
Their conscience tells them that to leg- 
islate a recognition of God out of tho 
common schools of this country is 
wrong, and in the caso of not a few 
(who aro ablo to do so) rather than 
submit to tho wrong or send, their 
children to such schools, they strive to 
educate them in privato schools and 
thus while thoy pay tho educational 
tax aro at tho same timo obliged to 
pay largely for tho education of their 
children. Surely, at least, this mat- 
ter might havo been left in the hands 
of trustees, without an express prohi- 
bition. If an injunction or oven a 
recommendation on a subject so closely 
bound ii]) with tho wholo policy of this 
Province and tho country of which it 
forms a part, could not bo issued, sure- 
ly at least whero teachers, parents and 
trustees unanimously desire to have 
their school opened and closed with re- 
ligious exercises, such an act should 
not havo been prevented by specific 
legislation. Most men would bo in- 
clined to regard such legislation as re- 
ligious persecution. 

What tho future resultB of the pres- 
ent School Act shall bo to the Province 
is of course .a subject upon which dif- 
ferent opinions aro naturally held. 
The experience of any other country 
whwro the matter has been tested for 
some years may servo as throwing val- 
uable light upon our own future. Lot 
us take, c. g., tho state of California. 
We noticed somo time ago, tho appoint- 
ment of a committeo in San Fran- 
cisco to examine into and re- 
port upon the alarming growth 
of that most undesirable clas3 known 
as "hoodlum." Tho committeo consist- 
ed of intelligent and earnest men, and 
wo waited with interest to hear their 



report. They interviewed prominent 
and thoughtful men in different posi- 
tions in the city; gathered information 
from a variety of sources aud submit- 
ted their report. That report went on to 
assign a numbor of reasons for tho ra- 
pid and widespread growth of "that 
dangerous and worthless class in the 
community, such as "the Chinaman 
taking tho placeand throwing out of em- 
ployment the young people who othor- 
wiso would be employed," ic, &o. But 
prominent among tho reasons aligned 



; was the purely sceitlar character of tho 
! schools of California and tho entire ab- 
' senco of all religious education. Wo 
do not wish'to enlarge upon this mat- 
ter beyond, saying that tho effect seems 
to us the natural result of tho specified 
cause. ■ But is the evil one that is 
likely to be confined to California 1 Lot 
any ono who passes nlong our streets 
after night fall and observes tho groups 
of, young hoys at tho street corners 
and listens for a few moments to thoir 
conversation answer tho quostion. It 
will not occur to him, wo think, that 
there is any urgent necessity for the leg- 
islation that says "exercises of a rolig 
ious character in opening and closing 
school aro strictly prohibited." 
_ But, Mr. Editor, this is not a ques- 
tion that affects Victoria alono ; it is 
destined to influonco tho whole pro- 
vinco, and mould tbo future char- 
actor of tho peoplo of British 
Columbia. We notice u move- 
ment to induco tho groat evan- 
gelists Moody and Sankoy to pay us a 
visit. And to the roligious commun- 
ity such a visit would no doubt bo very 
welcome and wo would hopo produc- 
tive of some good results. But wo 
confess that wo regard such a clause as 
tho ono which we aro now considering, 
or rather tho abolition of tho clauso, as 
of far greater consequence to tho fu- 
ture of truo morality and practical re- 
ligion in this country than very many 
visits of such ovangelists engaged in 
revival work. It is after all tho con- 
stant, quiet, daily training of tho 
young that permanently affects tho des- 
tiny of a country, and wo rogret to 
think that the present Act eliminates 
what wo regard as of the utmost im- 
portance in all truo education.

— Last year the Do- 
minion Government sought from us 
further grants of public lands for rail' 
way purposes. It is herein unnecessary 
tc detail tho nature of the proposition 
made. It is indeed hardly yet fully 
nown, raoro especially as regards tho 
quid pro quo." 

Our provincial government technical? 
y right, as will bo shown by a private 
document soon necessarily to bo before 
the public, declined immediate assent to 
tho Ottawa proposal. 

To your correspondent in view of 
passing events it seems very probablo 
that negotiations on tho matter in ques- 
tion may soon bo ronowed and by him 
"t is folt to bo of surpassing importance 
lafc before further alienation of the 
public lands our provincial government 
should, as endowmont for a university 
within the province, set aside, in bind- 
ing form, in various parts of the coun- 
try, reasonably largo tracts of valuablo 
mineral, agricultural and pastoral lands. 

Columns might be filled in advocacy 
of immediate action by the government 
ns now recommended. The move will 
find unanimous favor in tho legislative 
assembly now in sossion. It cannot 
fail to be equally acceptable to tho gen- 
eral public. It cannot bo disapproved 
of at Ottawa; and it will in tho pages 
of our futuro historian tell well for tho 
ministry and legislature that mako of 
it a fait accompli. 

Let Canadians by birth and educa- 
tion hasten to inform tho public through 
your columns of tho blessed results, in 
tho older provinces of the Dominion, of 
such timely appropriations of public 
lands in bygone years. By adoption, 
tho' zealous for honor and wolfaro of 
his chosen homo, your correspondent is 
A Canadian.

Washington, Jan. 7. — In the Houso 
to day Mr. Springer offored a resolu- 
tion calling on tho Secretary of Stato 
for information with reference to tho 
Halifax fishery award, relating to the 
alleged fictitious statistics and perjur- 
ed testimony ; also as to whether the 
Government had taken any steps to 
securo tho verification of the statements 
of Prof. Hind. 

Newberry ofTerod a resolution, recit- 
ing the fact that a grave international 
wrong had been committed with tho 
knowledge of the British Government, 
and providing for the appointment of 
a Special Committee to investigate. 
Field, of Massachusetts, objected. 
Springer's resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Foreign affairs. 

The resolution also says : — "The 
British Government have declined to 
tako any steps towards investigation, 
and it is believed tho promoters of this" 
great national wrong, though known, 
havo been rewarded by tho British 
Government." Newberry believed that 
the party in power in England at p"res- 
ost had no hand in this crime. It felt 
keenly the disgrace brought upon its 
Government, and would willingly re- 
open the whole question. If tho Brit- 
ish Government did not atono for this 
wrong England would again have earn- 
ed tho epithet "perfidious Albion." 

Hawloy aaid he more than doubted 
tho wisdom of the language made use 
to-day. Out of courtesy to the British 
Government it should bo taken . for 
granted that fraud had been committed 
on it first, and then on the United 
States. He had not a shadow of doubt 
that tho British Government would, if 
it found that fraud had been commit- 
ted, ask that tho question bo ro-opencd 
He thought the matter could safely 
rest in tho hands of the Socrotary of 
State.
